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Summary 


Genus-group names introduced for all extant scorpions in 1758-2006, are listed. The treatment follows the 
Conspectus of Francke (1985), with considerable additional information accumulated during intensive scorpio- 
logical research of 1983-2006. We list, as currently valid, 191 genus-group names, which include 167 genera and 24 
non-nominotypic subgenera. The list also includes all available genus-group synonyms as well as unavailable names 


and detected incorrect spellings. 





Introduction 


Since the paper of Francke (1985), which included 
information up to December 31, 1982, no such generic 
Conspectus has been published. The Catalog of 
Scorpions of the World (Fet et al., 2000) included 
information on all genus-group names for extant and 
fossil scorpions up to December 31, 1998, but even after 
this date many new genus-group names have been 
already described and many nomenclatural modifi- 
cations have also been proposed. 

In this work, only genus-group names for extant 
taxa are listed; the names proposed for fossil taxa are not 
included. See Fet et al. (2000) for the names of fossil 
taxa proposed before 1999. 

I have followed the same procedures as Francke 
(1985), namely: 

The names are listed alphabetically in the first part 
of this work, and are followed by their author and date 
of use (e.g. Ananteris Thorell, 1891), and complete bib- 
liographic citations to all author-date combinations cited 
in the text appear at the end of this work. 

Incorrect subsequent spellings are designated by 
(ISS), separated by a colon from the name of the author 
of the reference, and followed by the designation nomen 
nullum, and the correct name is given in square brackets, 
e.g. Andoctronus (ISS): Cloudsley-Thompson, 1965, no- 
men nullum [Androctonus Ehrenberg in Hemprich & 
Ehrenberg, 1828]. 

Unjustified emendations are designated by (UE), 
separated by a colon from the name of the author of the 
reference, and followed by the designation nomen 
vanum, and the correct name is given in square brackets, 
e.g. Broteas (UE): Agassiz, 1846, nomen vanum [Bro- 
theas C.L. Koch, 1837]. 


If in the original publication there is clear evidence 
of an inadvertent error, that name with its author and 
date is followed by the designation lapsus calami, and 
the correct name is given in square brackets, e.g. 
Sisyphus C.L. Koch, 1837, lapsus calami [pro Ischnurus 
C.L. Koch, 1837]. 

Genus-group names which have been relegated into 
synonymy follow after an equal sign (=) by: (a) the 
genus-group name of the senior synonym, with its author 
and date, and (b) a parenthetical reference to the author 
who first proposed such synonymy, e.g. Anoplobuthus di 
Caporiacco, 1932 = Butheoloides Hirst, 1925 (Lamoral 
& Reynders, 1975). 

The subgeneric category appears twice. One time it 
is listed, with author and date, under its own alphabetical 
entry, separated by a colon from the original generic- 
subgeneric combination, e.g. Tetratrichobothrius Birula, 
1917: Euscorpius (Tetratrichobothrius) Birula, 1917. 
The second entry appears under the generic-subgeneric 
combination under the alphabetical listing of the genus, 
e.g. Euscorpius (Tetratrichobothrius) Birula, 1917. 

Nominal taxa originally proposed as subgenera and 
subsequently elevated to generic rank also appear twice: 
once under the current generic status (e.g. Hottentotta 
Birula, 1908), and once under their original generic- 
subgeneric combination followed after a transition 
symbol (>) by the appropriate indications as to their 
current status and a parenthetical reference to the author 
who proposed the change, and the date, e.g. Buthus 
(Hottentotta) Birula, 1908 > Hottentotta Birula, 1908 
(Vachon, 1949). 

Nominal taxa originally proposed as genera and 
subsequently downgraded in status to the subgeneric 
category also appear twice: once under their current 
status, e.g. Tityus (Atreus) Gervais, 1843, and once 


under their original generic status followed by the 
appropriate indication of the change in question, e.g. 
Atreus Gervais, 1843 > Tityus (Atreus) Gervais, 1843 
(Lourengo, 2006). 

When the genus-group name applied to scorpions 
was a junior homonym, the name is followed by the 
designation nomen praeoccupatum, and a reference to 
the senior homonym, and a higher animal taxon that 
includes it, is given in square brackets. If a replacement 
name has already been proposed, it follows after an 
equal sign, with its author and date and the designation 
nomen substitutum, e.g. Opisthocentrus Pocock, 1893, 
nomen praeoccupatum [Opisthocentrus Kner, 1868; 
Pisces] = Nepabellus Francke, 1974, nomen substitu- 
tum). 
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The Conspectus includes all genus-group names 
introduced for all extant scorpions in 1758-2006. It is 
followed by an alphabetical list of valid generic names 
(191 genus-group names, including 167 genera and 24 
non-nominotypic subgenera) arranged under families as 
recognized in the most recent taxonomic treatments (Fet 
et al., 2000; Soleglad & Fet, 2003; Soleglad et al. 2005). 
Under each family name are listed, alphabetically, the 
genera and subgenera currently placed in it. This list is 
followed by an alphabetical list of the authors, which 
have proposed genus-group names in scorpions, and the 
valid nominal taxa proposed by each (listed chrono- 
logically and alphabetically within a single year).
